Public Accommodations Act Ruled 
Constitutional By Supreme Court 


All Quiet Note 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) — The 
S u p rem e Court in a m ilestone 
decision today upheld as consti­ 
tutional the section of the new 
Civil R ights L aw banning racial 
d iscrim inatio n by m otels, hotels 
and restau ran ts. 


T he unanim ous decisions w ere 
confined to test cases involving 
an A tlanta m otel and a local 
r e s ta u ra n t at B irm in g ham . Ala. 


H ow ever, the lan g uag e used 
in upholding the public a c c o m ­ 
m odations 
section 
of the 
law 
w as so b road in scope as to in­ 
d icate the sam e ruling would 
apply 
to 
oth er 
e stab lish m en ts 
covered by the act. T hese in­ 
clude

volved in in te rsta te co m m erce. 


In 
an o th er 
sweeping 
edict, 
the court quash ed any “ sit-in” 
prosecutions if the d e m o n s tra ­ 
tions o ccu rred in re s ta u ra n ts o r 
oth er establish m ents covered by 
the Civil R ights Act. The vote 
w as 5 to 4. 
T he decision w as expected to 
nullify proceedings ag ain st 3.000 
sit-in d e m o n stra to rs who were

PITTSBURGH (UPI) - Nego­ 
tiators for the steel industry 
and the United Steelworkers of 
America (USW) met separate­ 
ly today on the eve of their 
first formal try at hammering 
out a new wage contract.

Later in the day, 
the joint labor-management Hu­ 
man R e l a t i o n s Committee 
(HRC), which has set up guid 
lines for the contract talks, will 
hold its final session prior to 
the start of collective bargain­ 
ing. 
The usually secretive HRC, 
set up in the wake of the bitter 
116 - day strike in 1959, will 
break 
tradition 
and 
hold 
a 
news conference at the conclu­ 
sion of its meeting. 
The conference is for 4:30 
p.m. EST. 
Politics has shown itself as a 
complicating 
factor 
in

USW 
President David J. McDonald is 
being challenged for the top 
post in the Feb. 9 election by 
international secretary - treas­ 
urer I. W. Abel. 
The two sides have until May 
I to reach agreement without 
danger of a strike. After that 
date the steelworkers are free 
to walk out.

Weighted Voting 
Amazes Justice 


TRENTON (UPI)

Court Chief Justice Joseph Wein- 
traub expressed am azem ent to­ 
day that the Senate would at­ 
tempt to institute weighted vot­ 
ing by a simple rules change. 


“ This 
is 
so 
obvious 
I ’m 
amazed to hear any argument 
on it,” he said. “ It is so ab­ 
surd that lawyer ought not to 
waste any time on it.” 


W eintraub’s comments, which 
drew nods of approval from the 
other justices, indicated t h e 
court m ay make no general de­ 
termination now on the principal 
of weighted voting, but simply 
hold 
that 
so 
fundamental 
a 
change cannot be undertaken by 
an internal, housekeeping pro­ 
cedure. 
The court reserved decision, 
however. 
W eintraub’s comments came 
during oral argum ents on the 
new system, adopted last month 
'The First Christmas'

Each senator would be given a 
num ber of votes corresponding 
to the population of his county.
